On tw Saturday afternoons in January and 
February, the Northfield Historical Society and 
the Rice County Genealogical Society co¬ 
sponsored two workshops, “Keeping the Family 
Together”, in conjunction with the Minnesota 
Historical Society’s traveling exhibit high¬ 
lighting family history. Attendance was more 
than anticipated. 

The first session stressed beginning genealogy. 
Luana Bauer introduced family sheets via 
overhead projector; Betty Jane Goold showed 
some, of the resources available in the local 
research centers; and Caroline de Mauriae, then 
executive director of the Historical Society, 
described the program format and presented 
historical society resources. 

Preservation of documents and photographs was 
the focus of the second session. Preservation 
included organisation and filing materials ©s 
well as selecting pictures and documents to save. 
Caroline de Mauriae illustrated the process of 
encapsulation. 

Both sessions provided question asking time and 
opportunities to browse among the displays, 
which included in addition to the local resources 
a consignment of genealogical books from Park 
Genealogical Book Co.

Sarah Jane CARR married Hiram 
LOCKWOOD. All these records would be found 
prior to official record keeping in Minnesota. 
The families were in the Cannon City census. 
Most of them I have found on 1865 state 
census; some appear on the I860 federal 
census. Answering questions about this 
family will take some digging.

Forest Brown, director of St. Glaf College 
library, received help-me letters from Grace 
riSHBACK. Since he is an experienced Nor¬ 
wegian researcher and has available in the 
Roivasg library and the Norwegian Ameri¬ 
can Historical Association a great deal of in¬ 
formation, he kept her Norwegian query and 
sent the FXSHBACK request on to RCGS. I 
have found some good information about the 
family, but there is still more to look for. 
Again, a marriage record for 1858 will have 
to be found in some church or township 
record for comity records did not exist. John 
FXSHBACK married Sarah HAMMANG. 

Kathleen STRAXXGN is looking for data on 
John G. CONNER and his wife Elizabeth and 
for their daughter Rosa Ann CONNER who 
married John STRAITON. ¥e found some 
early census in Northfield township. A St. 
Dominic's note indicates they lived south of 
Northfield. Again, these dates are pre¬ 
county records date of 1870. 

C. Sharp COOK is researching another very 
early pioneer, Dakota county. Elza CONNER 
came to Hastings area,. South Hampton, in 
1859. His wife, Eleonora CROW died in 1861. 
He enlisted in the first MM Heavy Artillery, 
was discharged for disability in July, 1865, 
from the Chattanooga TN hospital. He died in 
Sauk Center 9 Jan 1890. His second wife was 
Julia Diamond. Hastings area information is 
needed to fill in the later years, particularly 
a death record for Elizabeth CROW.

Historical Society Museum, 1814 2nd Ave NW. 
Faribault (next to the fairgrounds), was 
enjoyed by our member’s at the 20 March 
meeting. Elizabeth Moe and John Dalby, 
Genealogical Society members who are also 
volunteers at the County Historical Society 
Museum, helped members locate family data 
available at the museum. 

Resources tapped included papers on file, 
scrapbooks, old journals, index cards (we 
looked for obituaries, also found the original 
manuscript of a paper read at the Rice County 
Historical Society annual meeting a number 
of years ago, a paper which an out-of-state 
researcher was seeking). Areas covered 
included Faribault, Northfield, Lonsdale, 
Bundas, Warsaw, and Castle Rock (Dakota Co.)
